The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions of Groups I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable. In the instant case, the invention of Group II within the process of making 
has separate utility such as the conductive paste being printed or by printing, and that during 
baking, the ceramic green sheets move toward the tip of the conductive paste. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
